cidences with this nation's current 
show of force in the Far East. 


Today's blast, which the AEC 


described as "in the 100-kiloton 
range," ostensibly had a peaceful 
goal—demonstrating how nuclear 
explosions eventually can gouge 
out new harbors and canals at a 
'raction of the cost of today's best 
earth-moving equipment. 


Saturday's detonation is frankly 


military in nature and shrouded 
in secrecy. All the AEC would say 
s that it will be a low-yield devjce 
of under 20 kilotons—equal to less 
':han 20,000 tons of TNT—and that 
t will be exploded a few fee 
above the ground. 


Neither shot was open to news 


men. 


Because of its peaceful nature 
he AEC was permitted to give 
more details about today's device 


Installed at the bottom of a 50- 


oot-deep shaft, it was designed 
o blast out a crater 1,200 to 1,400 
eet across and 170 to 300 feet 
leep, depending on the effect the 
>owerful explosive has on the sur 
ounding soil. 
The shaft was sunk in a flatland 
' desert alluvium, a mixture of 
olcanic ash. rock and sand that 
ills the valleys between the bar- 
en mountains of Nevada.

Project Sedan, is part of the plow- 
bare program leading to gigantic 
xcavations not now economically 
easible. 


One of the prime drawbacks to
